This  seal 
is  now  used  on  all  class  rings  and  on  all  official  documents  of  the  school. 

They  support  the  four 
columns  representing  our  moral  ideals  that  we  are  continually  trying  to  attain:  TRUTH, 
LOyALTy,  COURAGE,  and  SELF-RELIANCE.  These  ideals  make  up  PERSONALITY, 
represented  by  the  half-sphere  at  the  top  of  the  four  columns,  from  which  radiate  the 
SEVEN  RAYS  symbolical  of  a  well-ordered  and  balanced  life:  Health,  Command  of 
the  Tools  of  Learning,  Good  Citizenship,  Worthy  Home  Membership,  Vocational  Pro¬ 
ficiency,  Worthy  Use  of  Leisure,  and  Ethical  Character.  The  OPEN  BOOK  and  the 
WINGED  FOOT  represent,  respectively,  the  MENTAL  and  PHYSICAL  sides  of  high 
school  and  later  life.  The  motto,  LEARN  TO  LIVE,  embodies  all  the  factors  necessary 
for  wholesome,  beneficial  living.

and  Anthony  Galioto,  treasurer,  became  our  officers  for  the  sophomore  year.  Thus  we 
completed  the  first  floor  of  our  "landmark". 

As  sophomores  we  were  ready  for  the  construction  of  our  second  floor.  We 
started  off  by  sponsoring  a  St.  Patrick's  Day  dance,  "The  Shamrock  Swing".  The  slo¬ 
gan,  Your  Favorite  Orchestra,  Your  Favorite  Song",  drew  a  record-breaking  crowd. 
At  this  time  we  were  forced  to  say  goodby  to  Mr.  Allen  and  to  welcome  Mr.  Charles 
Morgan  as  our  new  adviser.  Not  only  our  class  but  the  entire  student  body 
missed  our  vice-principal,  Mr.  Hollingsworth,  who  was  promoted  to  the  position  of 
principal  of  the  Bloomfield  Junior  High  School.  His  place,  however,  was  ably  filled 
by  Mr.  Harry  Rice.  The  leaders  for  our  junior  year  were  Al  Fish,  president:  John  Allen, 
vice-president:  Anthony  Galioto,  treasurer;  and  Jeanne  Edwards,  secretary. 

When  we  were  lordly  upper  classmen,  the  "landmark"  was  ready  for  its  third 
floor.  Again  we  resorted  to  a  class  dance  in  order  to  fill  our  coffers.  The  Serenaders 
supplied  the  music  for  the  "Witches'  Whirl",  held  on  Hallowe'en.  A  barrel  of  cider 
and  boxes  of  doughnuts  were  consumed  by  the  dancers.  The  social  highlight  of  the 
year,  however,  was  our  Junior  Promenade  held  December  28,  1938,  at  the  Glen  Ridge 
Women's  Club.  Carl  Croll  and  his  orchestra  provided  delightful  music  for  both  the 
lover  of  the  waltz  and  for  the  jitterbug.  At  mid-year  after  the  resignation  of  our 
president  and  vice-president,  we  elected  Vincent  Palladino  and  Eloise  Smith,  respec¬ 
tively,  as  successors.  Having  completed  three-fourths  of  our  "landmark",  we  began 
work  on  the  last  and  most  important  floor.  The  last  election  found  our  graduating 
class  officers  to  be  Vincent  Palladino,  president;  George  White,  vice-president:  Jeanne 
Edwards,  secretary;  and  Alexander  Boyt,  treasurer. 

Time  pressed  closely  as  we  endeavored  to  make  this  year  yield  more  than  the 
former  ones.  "320  College  Avenue" 
smashed  the  headlines  as  the  play  of  the 
season,  with  Jeanne  Edwards  as  leading  lady 
and  Ted  Clapp  playing  opposite  her.  Ex¬ 
penses  were  growing  too  quickly;  we  once 
more  put  our  high-pressure  salesmanship  to 
test  by  selling  Christmas  cards. 

Much  time  and  energy  were  spent 
compiling  our  class  book,  in  which  we  tried 
to  portray  the  major  experiences  of  our 
four  years  of  high  school.  Thus  we  have 
placed  the  finishing  touches  upon  our  edi¬ 
fice.  It  will  be  with  great  regret  that  we 
leave  our  alma  mater,  but  we  are  looking 
forward  to  building  even  greater  landmarks 
in  the  future  years.  With  many  thanks  for 
all  she  has  done  for  us  we  say  goodbye  to 
Bloomfield  High.

Football  -  1939 

BLOOMFIELD  received  the  North  Jersey  Football  Championship  for  six  consecutive 
years,  1932-37.  Last  year  saw  the  end  of  the  great  records  compiled  by  former 
B.  H.  S.  grid  teams.  The  1939  team,  led  by  Captain  Wilfred  "Pete"  Johnson,  earned 
a  good  record  of  six  wins,  two  defeats,  and  one  tie.  The  Bengals  won  their  first  five 
games,  defeating  Weequahic,  Belleville,  Flushing,  Central  of  Paterson,  and  Dickinson. 
The  victory  over  Belleville  followed  two  scoreless  ties  in  38  and  37,  and  the  triumph 
over  Paterson  avenged  the  defeat  of  the  previous  year,  which  was  the  first  suffered 
by  B.  H.  S.  since  the  opening  of  the  1934  season.  Bloomfield  lost  its  first  game  at 
the  hands  of  the  powerful  champs  from  Garfield.  Irvington  was  tied  0-0,  but  a  strong 
Nutley  team  defeated  us.  B.  H.  S.  avenged  last  years  defeat  at  the  hands  of  Mont¬ 
clair  by  swamping  the  Mounties  26  to  0. 

Captain  Johnson,  former  Captain  Larry  Stevens,  Al  Robinson,  Bill  Greenip,  Frank 
Vesterman,  Ed  McGowan,  Tommy  Adams,  and  Sam  Zahnle  were  the  returning  letter- 
men  who  carried  the  brunt  of  the  work.  Not  many  substitutions  were  made  because 
of  the  scarcity  of  reserves.  Jim  Landrum,  Adam  Kochel,  Ray  De  Luca,  Stuart  Lobell, 
Wilbur  Shipley,  Walter  Markowitz,  Bill  Marfuggi,  Johnny  Morton,  and  Bobby  Kerr  also 
saw  plenty  of  action.  Sam  Zahnle,  a  fi ne  kicker,  runner,  and  defensive  man,  was  voted 
the  most  valuable  player,  with  Bill  Greenip  runner-up.  Zahnle  is  to  be  captain  of  the 
1940  team.

Basketball  -  1938-9 

THE  1936-37  team,  led  by  Russ  Frederick,  including  Byram,  Kinder,  Frick,  Sheyka,  and 
Englund,  brought  Bloomfield  its  first  basketball  championship.  The  following  sea¬ 
son  Captain  Byram's  team  won  14  out  of  15  games  in  the  regular  season  but  was  not 
successful  in  the  tournament.  Last  year's  team  narrowly  missed  bringing  the  state 
championship  back  to  B.  H.  S.  for  the  second  time  in  three  years.  The  season's  record 
of  seventeen  wins  in  twenty-one  games,  including  four  out  of  five  tournament  games, 
was  a  fine  tribute  to  the  skill  and  teamwork  of  these  boys. 

There  were  four  returning  lettermen  in  the  squad  at  the  start  of  the  season:  Cap¬ 
tain  Harold  Savage,  forward:  Jackie  Robinson,  a  good  guard:  high-scoring  Andy  Kos- 
tecka,  center;  and  the  mighty  mite,  Ziggie  Kinder,  guard.  In  February  Bob  Englund, 
a  veteran  of  the  1936-37  champs,  entered  school  and  proved  very  valuable.  Bill 
Greenip  played  great  basketball  and  was  elected  captain  of  the  1939-40  team.  The 
team  was  very  tall  and  aggressive,  winning  several  close  games  on  these  merits. 

Returning  lettermen  include:  Captain  Bill  Greenip;  all-state  Andy  Kostecka,  the 
state's  highest  scorer;  also  Matt  Wheelan,  Herman  Schleif,  Red  Ayres,  Sid  Spitz,  Bud 
Straight,  and  Ted  Bielitz.

Track  - 1939 

THREE  years  ago,  through  the  untiring  efforts  of  Coach  Spencer  C.  Woolley,  track 
*  reappeared  in  B.  H.  S.  as  a  minor  sport.  Bill  Geyer  was  captain  of  the  first  team. 

The  following  year  track  became  a  major  sport  and  began  to  command  the  respect  and 
interest  of  the  school. 

The  1939  team,  led  by  Captain  Franklin  Rhodes,  while  not  a  world-beater,  showed 
well  against  strong  opposition,  and  with  eight  lettermen  returning  the  outlook  for  1940 
seems  bright.  Bloomfield  defeated  Verona,  West  Orange,  Passaic,  and  finished  sec¬ 
ond  to  Montclair  in  a  quadrangle  meet. 

Captain  Rhodes  did  well  in  both  hurdle  events  before  he  was  injured  in  mid¬ 
season.  Bill  Young,  a  lanky  fellow,  without  doubt  gave  the  best  and  most  consistent 
performances.  Young  ran  the  440  and  880,  and  in  winning  most  of  these  races  he 
created  several  records.  He  also  placed  fourth  in  the  440  at  the  state  meet.  Besides 
Rhodes  of  our  class,  Schueler  earned  his  letter  as  a  hurdler.  Ed  Van  Buskirk  was  a 
versatile  man,  holding  the  high  jump  record  besides  winning  points  in  the  broad  jump 
and  javelin  events.  John  Irvin,  a  good  miler,  will  also  be  missed  this  year.  Al  Olensky 
did  well  in  the  weight  events  and  seems  ready  for  an  even  better  season. 

Only  five  of  the  thirteen  lettermen,  Rhodes,  Schueler,  Irvin,  Van  Buskirk,  and 
Ezekian,  the  manager,  have  been  graduated.  Returning  are  Captain-elect  Young,  Olen¬ 
sky,  Carman,  Ward,  Kostecka,  Markowitz,  Sadowski,  and  Marfuggi,  who  will  form  the 
backbone  of  the  1940  team. 
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Fencing  -  1938-9 

FENCING,  a  newly-organized  sport  at  Bloomfield,  has  been  functioning  for  three 
years.  Mr.  Charles  Hale,  faculty  adviser,  is  mainly  responsible  for  the  success  and 
popularity  fencing  has  attained  in  B.  H.  S. 

The  1938-39  team,  captained  by  Philip  Johnson,  compiled  a  favorable  record  by 
winning  nine  out  of  sixteen  matches.  The  team,  consisting  of  Captain  Johnson,  George 
Mitchell,  and  Vincent  Purcell,  advanced  as  far  as  the  semi-finals  in  the  National  Inter¬ 
scholastic  Fencing  Championships,  being  eliminated  by  the  eventual  winner.  They 
closed  the  season  by  finishing  second  to  Barringer's  perennial  champs  in  the  New 
Jersey  Fencing  Championships.  Through  their  outstanding  work  in  the  state  tourna¬ 
ment  Purcell  and  Mitchell  ranked  sixth  and  eighth,  respectively,  in  the  state. 


Swimming  -  1938-9 

AT  Bloomfield  swimming,  although  a  minor  sport,  attracts  a  great  deal  of  attention 
from  the  student  body.  A  large  number  of  candidates  turn  out  for  trials  and 
about  thirty  are  kept  throughout  the  season.  This  team  was  under  the  supervision  of 
Coach  Richard  Cheadle  and  faculty  adviser,  Neal  Takala. 

The  1938-39  team,  ably  led  by  Captain  Robert  "Monk"  Donovan,  undertook  a 
difficult  schedule  and  finished  with  a  record  of  four  wins  and  six  losses. 

Captain  Donovan,  a  veteran  completing  four  years  as  a  regular,  did  not 
lose  a  single  meet  in  his  senior  year,  proving  a  capable,  popular  leader.  Donovan 
placed  second  in  the  220  in  the  N.  J.  State  Swimming  Meet,  missing  first  place  by 
two  inches  although  he  was  timed  the  same  as  the  winner.  Glenn  Beach  and  Howell 
Hoelzer  ably  supported  Donovan  by  winning  many  points  in  the  breast  stroke.  Other 
letter  winners  besides  Donovan,  Beach,  and  Hoelzer  were  Newell  Smith,  Bill  Smith, 
Myers,  Giardino,  Crocker,  and  Axt. 


Tennis  -  1939 

IN  the  past  Bloomfield  has  been  represented  by  very  able  tennis  teams.  Tennis  is  a 
game  that  requires  great  speed,  accuracy,  endurance,  and  courage  on  the  part  of 
the  individual  players.  Coach  Cabot  D.  Kendall  was  confronted  with  the  task  of 
moulding  a  team  from  a  group  of  players  who  had  no  match  experience  at  all.  There 
were  no  top-flight  performers  such  as  Farrand,  Reid,  and  Shears,  who  had  been  the 
consistant  point-winners  of  the  past  few  seasons.  Although  the  team  worked  hard 
and  gave  its  best,  because  there  were  no  veterans,  the  players  compiled  an  unimposing 
record. 

For  the  greater  part  of  the  season  Snyder,  Smith,  and  Kramer  played  singles,  while 
many  combinations  were  used  in  doubles  competition.  Three  of  the  six  lettermen, 
Snyder,  Smith,  and  Kramer,  return  in  1940,  while  Palladino  and  Lewis  will  graduate 
with  our  class.  With  this  nucleus  of  veteran  players  returning,  the  outlook  for  \9Ari 
quite  bright. 
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Baseball  -  1939 


BLOOMFIELD  achieved  its  first  baseball  championship  in  1930.  The  1935  team, 
led  by  Hank  Borowy  and  Ozzie  Nelson,  repeated  by  winning  ten  out  of  eleven 
games,  sweeping  through  the  Greater  Newark  Tournament  with  three  consecutive  vic¬ 
tories.  The  1937  team  came  within  a  few  innings  of  winning  the  tournament,  and  if  it 
had,  the  fellows  would  have  completed  a  grand  slam  of  football,  basketball,  base¬ 
ball  and,  as  events  proved,  another  football  championship  the  following  season.  Al¬ 
though  not  champions,  Captain  Jack  Campbell's  1939  team  came  through  splendidly 
and  earned  a  good  record  of  eight  wins  against  five  losses. 


The  1939  team  had  nine  returnig  lettermen — Captain  Jack  Campbell,  Jack  Robin¬ 
son,  Harold  Savage,  Tom  Adams,  Ziggie  Kinder,  Bill  Greenip,  Mouse  Forden,  Jack 
Biglin,  and  Robbie  Welcher.  In  addition  to  the  veterans,  Borowy,  Douel,  McGrath, 
Ayre,  and  Schleif  earned  letters.  Jackie  Robinson  proved  to  be  an  excellent  pitcher  and 
a  fine  hitter.  Herman  Schleif,  Jack  Biglin,  and  Robbie  Welcher  pitched  well  on  oc¬ 
casion  and  should  be  valuable  assets  to  the  1940  team,  along  with  Greenip,  Ayre,  and 
McGrath.  Campbell,  Robinson,  Savage,  and  Adams  provided  the  heavy  hitting, 
while  Greenip  and  Kinder  saw  to  it  that  there  was  no  lack  of  spirit.  The  boys  com¬ 
pleted  their  schedule  by  winning  the  annual  Decoration  Day  game  with  Columbia  and 
then  won  the  all-important  game  with  the  faculty.

Senior  Gym  Team 

IN  1914  Miss  Edith  Russell  realized  that  girls  enjoyed  aoparatus  work  immensely,  so 
those  interested  in  such  work  were  asked  to  volunteer.  Fifty  girls  came  for  try¬ 
outs,  twenty  of  whom  were  selected  to  represent  the  Senior  Gym  Team  of  Bloomfield 
High  School.  After  months  of  strenuous  practice,  an  exhibition  was  presented,  the 
proceeds  of  which  went  for  apparatus  for  the  Gym  Team. 

At  present  about  $1,000  worth  of  apparatus,  such  as  bucks,  rings,  horses,  and 
parallel  bars,  has  been  purchased  by  proceeds  of  these  exhibitions.  There  are  now 
sixty  girls  performing  on  the  Senior  Gym  Team.

Archery 

BLOOMFIELD  HIGH  SCHOOL  inaugurated  the  sport  of  archery  in  January,  1937. 

The  first  team  was  chosen  at  that  time,  consisting  of  eight  girls  from  the  senior 
class.  The  outstanding  archer  from  the  graduating  class  on  this  team  was  Virginia 
Adams,  who  led  her  team  mates  in  many  of  their  tournaments. 

The  second  team  was  chosen  the  following  January.  This  was  the  first  in  uniform, 
and  it  likewise  had  eight  members.  This  team,  through  more  regular  practice  and 
expert  coaching,  placed  second  in  most  of  the  tournaments  in  which  it  participated. 
The  1938  team  was  the  first  organized  group,  with  Dorothy  Heller,  manager,  and  Anne 
Weber,  the  oustanding  member. 

The  ten  girls  on  the  team  of  1939  really  made  Bloomfield  High  School  known  in 
the  realms  of  archery.  These  girls  placed  first  in  every  tournament  they  entered  and 
were  given  the  honor  of  opening  the  archery  range  at  the  New  York  World's  Fair. 
Another  privilege  which  was  bestowed  on  the  team  was  that  it  was  the  only  high 
school  team  in  the  United  States  chosen  to  compete  in  a  tournament  with  a  Japanese 
team  of  ten  girls  from  Tokyo  High  School,  Japan.  Some  outstanding  honors  which 
this  team  brought  home  were:  the  Indoor  State  Championship,  Panzer  College  Plaque, 
Outdoor  State  Championship,  the  Woodbridge  Trophy,  and  the  World's  Fair  Trophy. 
The  leaders  of  this  team  were  Gloria  Solvik,  captain,  and  Margaretta  Ward,  man¬ 
ager.  Honors  were  divided  between  Justine  Johnson,  one  of  our  own  class  members, 
and  Gloria  Solvik,  underclassman. 

The  team  to  represent  Bloomfield  High  School  for  1940  has  been  chosen.  It 
consists  of  fourteen  members.  With  Dorothy  Roddy  as  captain  and  Gertrude  Downs, 
manager,  the  team  is  already  bringing  honors  to  our  school. 

Besides  this  group,  representative  of  the  school,  interclass  teams  participate  in  a 
tournament.  This  gives  a  greater  number  of  girls  a  chance  to  shoot.  The  girls  of  the 
winning  team  receive  archery  emblems,  which  they  cherish  with  great  pride. 
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Girls'  Basketball  Teams 

PACH  fall  for  the  past  twenty-six  years  B.  H.  S.  has  found  its  girls  in  the  midst  cf 
^  interclass  basketball  tournaments.  Each  team  tries  hard  to  win  and  to  receive  the 
silver  basketballs  which  are  awarded  the  victors. 

When  basketball  was  in  its  infancy  there  were  only  four  teams,  one  for  each  grade. 
Now,  due  to  growth  of  the  school,  there  are  eight  teams,  one  for  each  half  year. 

Co-captains  Justine  Johnson  and  Helen  Olin  along  with  Jean  Stanton,  Jean  Ed¬ 
wards,  Betty  Pierson,  and  Eloise  Smith  have  been  active  members  on  our  class  team 
for  four  years.  Ruth  Zeidler  and  Jean  Hetebrugge  played  three  years.  These  girls 
complete  the  senior  varsity. 

During  practice  Miss  Russell  referees  and  coaches  the  girls,  but  when  the  tourna¬ 
ment  begins,  an  outside  referee  is  selectd. 


Junior  Gym  Team 

TEN  years  after  the  Senior  Gym  Team  had  begun,  the  necessity  for  another  group 
*  was  realized.  Thus  began  the  organization  of  a  Junior  Gym  Team,  which  at  that 
time  boasted  thirty-six  girls. 

When  a  girl  has  proved  herself  equal  to  the  requirements  of  the  Senior  Gym 
Team,  she  is  immediately  promoted.  One  capable  girl  is  chosen  for  captain,  another 
for  co-captain.  At  present  there  are  ninety  girls  proud  to  be  members  of  the  Junior 
Gym  Team.
